CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

AREA . 

AREA . The  Ryedale  Area,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  text  of  this  report  comprises 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Malton  and  Pickering*  This  area  is  mainly  agricultural  in  nature,  more 
heavily  populated  in  the  areas  ndar  the  townships  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  , 
and  Pickering  and  thinly  populated  in  the  dales  and  moorland  districts  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  area. 

POPULATION  The  Registrar  General1 s estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  1957  is 
29,290  - the  population  in  1954,  1955  and  1956  was  estimated  at  29,220,  29,250  and 
29,380  respectively. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

LIVE  BIRTHS  & BIRTH  PATES  The  number  of  live  births  in  1957  was  386,  this  is  five  lescj 
than  in  1956.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.5  per  1000  population  compared  with  16,1 
per  1000  for  England  and  Wales. 

ILLEGITIMACY  There  were  16  illegitimate  births  in  1957,  compared  with  11  in  1956  and 
18  in  1955. 

STILL  BIRTHS  In  1957  there  were  9 still  births  which  was  the  same  number  as  in  1956. 

DEATHS  & DEATH  .RATE  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  1957  was  11.3  per  1000  population 
as  compared  with  jl.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

INFANT  AND  NEONATAL  MORTALITY  The  infant  mortality  and  neonatal  mortality  rates  were 
the  same  18.1  per  1000  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  23.0  per  1000  live  births  and  the  neonatal  mortality  rate  16,5. 

MuTERNAL  MORTALITY  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1957.  No  manternal  deaths 
occurred  in  1955  and  1956. 

x-RINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH  215  persons  died  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulating 
system  a rate  of  7.34  per  1000  population.  43  people  died  of  cancer  a rat©  of  1.47 
per  1000  population.  The  death  rates  per  1000  of  the  population  from  diseases  of  the  | 
heart  and  circulating  and  cancer  in  1956  were  7.01  and  2.14. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  During  the  year  there  wore  386  live  births  and  345  deaths.  The 
natural  increase  (i.e,  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  ) was  41.  The  natural  increfl 
in  1956  was  52.  * 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  During  the  year  there  was  a considerable  epidemic  of  measles 
affecting  mostly  the  Malton  and  Pickering  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  Thetre  were  12 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  3 of  Poliomyelitis.  2.

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this  service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at  child  welfa: 
centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is  carried  out  by  general  practitio: 
in  their  surgeries  and  in  the  home. 

During  the  year  1,635  children  received  a complete  course  of  posLiomyelitis 
vaccine, 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

Thi3  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a charge  dependent  on  the  income 
of  the  houshold,  in  ho^es  where  there  has  been  a confinement  or  ill-health  of  tl 
Mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm.

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY 

As  in  previous  years  inspection  of  houses  under  this 
survey  have  been  carried  out  whenever  there  was  an  opportunity. 
237  Houses  had  been  inspected  prior  to  1957  and  during  the 
year  66  were  inspected  bringing  the  total  of  houses  examined 
to  303. 

It  was  considered  advisable  to  inspect  the  houses  which 
appeared  to  be  of  the  category  5 class  as  this  type  of  house 
presents  the  more  serious  problems  and  this  accounts  for  the  high 
number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  following  table.

All  applications  for  grant  aid  under  the  above  Act  are 
considered  by  the  Improvement  Grants  Sub-Committee  before 
submission  to  the  Housing  Committee. 


There  were  16  applications  for  grant  during  the  year  at  a 
total  estimate  cost  of  £12,421-2-8.  and  grants  were  awarded 
totalling  £3,822.  Three  applications  were  referred  back  to 
the  owners  for  information  before  eventual  approval. 


During  the  year  certificates  of  completion  were  issued 
in  the  respect  of  23  schemes  involving  a total  of  £6,789  in 
grant  aid.  This  brings  the  total  of  schemes  completed  to  50 
of  which  4 have  provided  additional  dwellings . The  total  of 
grant  aid  for  these  50  schemes  being  £13 , 046-10-0 . The 
implementation  of  this  act  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the 
housing  conditions  of  several  families  in  the  area  and  the 
results  more  than  prove  its  worth. 

Council  Hous_e  programme 


Due  to  high  costs  involved  in  building  houses  at  the 
present  time  and  the  high  rents  which  would  have  to  be  charged 
which  would  be  beyond  the  means  of  possible  tennants  in  this 
district,  no  new  Council  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year.

Of  this  total  £627  was  spent  on  improvements  to  the  roadway 
at  East  Terrace  Wombleton,  £172-10-0  for  the  provision  of  wash- 
hand  basins  at  10-22 , Ryedale  View  and  1-6,  East  Terrace, 

Wombleton  and  £71-12-1  for  the  provision  of  new  fireplaces  to- 
gether with  electric  cooker  and  boiler  at6,  East  Terrace, 

Wombleton. 

Temporory  Housing 

The  tenants  of  two  Nissen  Huts  at  Wombleton  Aerodrome  were 
rehoused  in  Council  Houses  and  the  Nissen  Huts  will  not  be  relet. 

A tenant  of  a Nissen  Hut  at  Vivers  Camp,  Kirkbymoorside  was  offered 
the  tenancy  of  a Council  House  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
will  be  rehoused  in  the  new  year.  It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to 
remove  these  unsatisfactory  temporary  means  of  housing  the  people. 

Milk..  Supply. 

Almost  all  the  milk  retailed  in  this  district  is  either 
Pasturised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin  Tested,  supplies  are 
obtained  mainly  from  Woodlands  Dairy,  Scarborough  or  the  Scarb- 
orough Co-operative  Society  Dairy. 


During  the  year  one  sample  was  taken  from  a retail  supplier 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton. 
The  result  was -satisfactory „ 

Meat  and  Other  Poods 


The  inspection  of  meat  intended  for  human  consumption  has  con- 
tinued at  5 of  the  six  privately  owned  slaughter-houses  within 
the  district.  The  occupier  of  the  slaughterhouse  not  in  use  has 
obtained  his  supplies  throughout  the  year  from  another  butcher. 

On  the  whole  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
and  a high  quality  of  meat  produced. 

A toal  of  625  beast  679  sheep  245  pigs  and  10  calves  were 
inspected  during  the  year  of  which  the  following  carcases  or  parts

The  water  supply  from  the  moorland  springs  had  to  be  aug- 
mented several  times  during  the  summer  months  by  taking  supplies 
from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Boards  Reservoir  at  Low  Park. 
Numerous  bursts  were  repaired  during  the  year  including  several 
which  had  obviously  been  running  for  some  considerable  time.  The 
repair  of  such  bursts  during  the  last  two  years  has  reduced  the 
consumption  (as  recorded  when  drawing  from  Low  Park  Reservoir) 
from  110,000  gallons  per  day  to  9^,000  gallons  per  day  or  there- 
abouts even  though  numerous  new  connections  have  been  made  and 
bathrooms,  W.C.'s,  and  sinks  installed. 


During  the  months  of  summer  and  autumn  all  the  spring  chambers 
at  Ousgill  were  rebuilt  in  9"  Brickwork  a.nd  fitted  with  metal  covers. 
Several  springs  were  not  collected  adequately  and  proper  spring 
collecting  chambers  have  been  constructed.  Two  pipes  were  sealed 
off  after  being  found  to  lead  into  bogs  with  no  defind  spring 
present . 

/ Two 
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Two  overflow  pipes  were  found  to  be  leaking  and  were  bedded  in 
anew  and  several  of  the  springs  collecting  chambers  were  allowing 
water  to  escape. 

One  Chamber  was  reconstructed  on  Harland  Moor  but  before  the 
other  could  be  traced  heavy  rainfall  stopped  work.  This  will  be 
resumed  in  1958  when  it  is  hoped  the  improve  the  collecting 
chambers  at  Fa rn dale  Bank  Cross. 

134  samples  for  bacterial  analysis  were  taken  during  the  year 
of  which  123  were  completely  free  of  contamination  and  11  were 
contaminated  in  varying  degrees. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  whenever  necessary  by  means  of 
W.&  T.  Hypo chlorination. 

Work  has  continued  when  possible  on  the  fixing  of  indicator 
posts  to  all  known  valves,  and  additional  valves  have  been  discovered. 
Where  necessary  the  covers  have  been  raised  and  Indicator  Posts 
erected. 

Water  Meters  were  fixed  to  farm  supplied  during  the  year  and 
all  properties  on  the  approved  list  will  be  metered  by  the  and  of 
the  coming  year.  The  excavation  work  is  being  carried  out,  the 
Council's  workmen  and  two  of  the  local  plumbers  are  engaged  in  th^ 
fixing  of  meters.  There  were  171  meters  in  operation  at  the  end 
of  the  year . 

All  works  of  repair  or  improvement  to  the  Council's  watur 
mains  and  fittings  are  carried  out  by  the  two  local  plumbers, 
who  also  deal  with  plumbing  work  to  the  Council  Houses.  On  the 
completion  of  the  scheme  of  metering  the  non  domestic  supplies 
there  will  be  in  the  region  of  175  water  meters  to  be  read  twice 
yearly  and  maintained  in  working  order.  This  coupled  with  the 
large  amount  of  work  which  is  necessary  for  the  efficient  working 
of  the  water  supply  system  prompts  me  to  stress  the  need  for  a water 
bailiff  to  carry  out  the  duties  associated  with  the  water  under- 
taking. At  the  present  time,  although  a large  proportion  of  each 
working  c.ay  is  devoted  to  the  management  of  the  various  systems, 
it  is  impossible  to  give  them  the  attention  necessary  for  the 
efficient  control  of  the  Scheme. 

Adminls t r a t ion 

This  department  is  responsible  for  administration  of  the 
water  supplies  owned  by  this  Council  together  with  those  owned 
jointly  by  the  Kirkbymoorside  and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Council's. 

Drai na  e Sewarage  & Sewage  Pi spo sal 

The  Sewage  Disposal  works  at  Kirby  Mills  have  been  regularly 
maintained  during  1957 > but  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a satis- 
factory effluent  which  is  eventually  discharged  into  the  riv  -r 
from  the  existing  works. 

Plans  for  a new  sewage  disposal  w0rks  were  approved  during 
the  year  and  negotiations  were  in  progress  with  a view  to 
purchasing  a suitable  site.  It  is  hoped  that  early  approval 
will  be  given  for  the  scheme  and  that  the  work  will  be  put  in  hand 
early  in  the  coming  year. 

J pint  Sev/age  Disposal  Scheme 

The  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Wombleton  is  administrated  by 
my  Department  under  a Joint  Committee  of  the  Kirkbymoorsid.e  and 
Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils.  This  plant  deals  with  sewage 
from  the  villages  of  N.vwton,  Boadlam,  Harome  and  Wombleton. 

/All 
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All  of  the  house  connections  to  tho  old  sewers  at  Beadlam 
and  Harome  have  boon  reconnected  to  the  new  sewer  and  a scheme 
has  been  prepared  for  similar  wo&  at  Nawton.  Although  a few 
reconnections  have  been  carried  out  at  Wombleton  there  are  many 
properties  whi  ' :i  still  connect  to  the  old  sewer  and  eventually 
discharge  into  a gutter. 

It  is  hoped  that  permission  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
re-connecting  these  drains  will  be  given  in  the  near  future. 

Regular  maintenance  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  and  repairs  were  carried  out  when  necessary. 
The  electrically  operated  pumps  at  the  sewage  works  and  ejector 
stations  at  Harome  and  Wombleton  have  operated  with  satisfaction. 

Drai nage 

The  hydralic  testing  of  all  new  drainage  works  by  the 
Department  has  continued  during  the  year. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  builders  whenever  possible  and  advice  is  given  on  all  drainage 
problems  when  requested,  choked  drains  and  sewers  are  cleaned  v/hen 
necessary  together  with  open  sewage  ditches  and  Council  owned 
septic  tanks. 

The  septic  tanks  at  Nawton  and  Wombleton  Council  Houses  were 
bye-passed  during  the  year  and  the  drains  now  deliver  directly 
into  the  new  sewer. 

The  number  of  septic  tanks  in  the  district  continues  to 
increase  and  great  care  is  excercised  before  approving  an  outfall  in 
order  to  avoid  the  discharge  of  septic  mateiial  above  ground  or  into 
streams , 

During  the  year  26  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted 
to  W.  CoS  and  3 were  installed  in  new  houses.  The  Council  has 
awarded  grants  to  conversion  schemeswhich  has  assisted  this  work. 

Publi c Cleansing 

During  the  year  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been 
maintained  in  the  parishes  of  Kirkbymoorside , Wombleton, 

Nawton  and  Welburn  with  a fortnightly  collection  in  other 
villages.  Refuse  from  Farad.0"1  e Is  collected  monthly.  The 
Council  d.oes  not  extend,  the  service  to  outlying  farms,  but 
removes  household,  refuse  'when  brought  to  the  highway. 

The  4 ton  Bedford.  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  has  continued 
in  use  and  a satisf  ctory  service  has  been  maintained. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially  controlled  tipping 
and  during  the  year  thrve  refuse'  tips  have  been  used,  namely, 
Highfield.  Lane,  Nawton,  Catter  Bridge  Farm,  Keldh.o3.me  and 
Ki  rk'dal  e Howl  „ 

The  use  of  the  tip  at  Cfillamoor  Road,  Kirkbymoorside  was 
discontinued  during  the  year  after  it  became  full.  It  was 
subsequently  levelled  and  handed,  back  to  the  owner.  Tipping 
was  transferred  to  Catter  Bridge  Farm  but  owing  to  this  clay 
pit  being  very  shallow  this  tip  is  rapidly  filling. 

As  soon  as  this  tip  becomes  full  the  one  at  K;*  ukdale  Howl 
will  be  used* 

The  cost  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was  £l8j8. 
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Private  Re c har gu • ,bl e Work 

During  the  last  few  years  It  has  been  impossible  to  carry 
out  work  for  private  individuals  owing  to  the  need  to  devote 
more  time  to  Council  work.  A 4"  cast  iron  main  was  laid  by 
direct  labour  for  Messrs.  Lund  Court  Farms,  Ltd.,  for  the  purpose 
of  irrigating  agricultural  land  by  using  water  from  the  Rye dale 
Joint  Water  Boards  main  at  Stoney  Cross. 


The  total  cost  of  rechargeable  work  was  £56-8-0. 


Publi c Conveniences 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Kirkbjanoorslde  continue  to  be 
an  advantage  to  the  town  and  have  been  given  regular  attention. 
The  total  receipts  during  the  year  were  £18-16-10. 

The  temp or y conveniences  were  again  erected  at  Low  Mills 
and  Church  Houses  for  the  use  of  visitors  to  the  dale  when  daff- 
odils aro  in  bloom.
